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The Distributing Business. 


The distributing business is peculiar. There 
seems to be a fascination, or an intatuation, 
about it that can not be explained, aimost 
irresistible, and a person having once taken 
it up never likes to put it aside. 

Many are induced to enter the fleld with 
the mistaken idea that it is an easy way to 
riches, baving been led to this beliet by read- 
ing the glowing promises made by fake ad- 
vertising concerns. The general impressiou 
is that any one can succeed. Such is not 
the case; it requires business ability, tact 
and perseverance, backed up by a limited 
amount of capita!. Another essential to suc- 
cess 18 honesty; without it you will fail, no 
matter what other qualifications you may 
possess; your time and money expended in 
the effort to establish an advertis.ug agency 
will be a complete loss. 

‘Those who are beginning will be likely to 
find the road smoother than it has ever been, 
yet not so smooth that their business affairs 
will not require close and careful manage- 
ment There is not now, there has never 
been, and it is safe to say, there never will 
be, a time when the distributing business will 
otier a royal road to wealth. A good living, 


comfortabie, independent, a healthy, agrec- 
able occupation it provides for those whe 
succeed. It has noth.ng more to give, nor 


can it be said that with these it is more 
generous than some scores of other callings 
which might be named. In the candid opiu- 
ion of many who have “been through the 
mill,’ the same talent and energy required 
to make the distributing business successful, 
would be better paid in almost any other call- 
ing. There is a reason for this, upon which 
it is not necessary at this time to expand, 
and the fact is merely stated here us a warn- 
ing to those who would engage in this busi- 
ness under the impression that it is an ex- 
ceptionally lucrative calling It is not the 
business tor them—not now, or at any other 
time. 

However, if a person has all the requisites 
for this calling; has the patience, the energy 
and the nerve, he can build up a profitabie 
business For the benefit of those persons 
the following paragraphs have been written. 
They are the result of many years’ exper.ence 

not only my own, but the experience of 
many of the most successful distributers in 
the country. 

The principal patrons of the distributer are 
the large proprietary concerns, located in va- 
rious parts of the country. Some are gineral 
advertisers and cover the ent.re United 
States, while others give their attention to a 
limited amount of territory. Some make but 
one distribution per year; others from that 
number up to six annually Besides these 
may be mentioned tobacco manufacturers, 
grocers’ specialities and quite a large num- 
ber of other manufacturing industries, too 
numerous to mention, who are now adopting 
this line of advertising. The local distrib- 
uting is also quite extensive, and it is well 
worth while to solicit your merchants 

It is estimated that a living can be made 
in cities of a population of 50,000 and upward 
In towns and villages having less than 50,000 
population, it would be impossible to gain a 
livelihood from distributing exclusively, un- 
less a circuit or string of towns be worked, 
or something else, such as sign tacking, bill 
posting, scheme advertising, circular mail- 
ing, mail order business, handling advertising 
novelties, ete, be taken up in conjunction 
therewith 

Some years ago distributing was done, with 
a few exceptions, by any old barroom loafer 
and happy-go-lucky Tom, Dick or Harry, or 
by boys who had nothing to gain and noth- 
ing to lose. Matter was s.mply wasted by be- 
ing thrown in rivers, creeks, sewers, under 
culverts, burned or sold as old paper. Some 
of it was never taken from the fre.ght depot, 
and what little was distributed was scattered 
along the sidewalk, thrown in the yards, five 
and six and even as many as a dozen pieces 
at one place, to be blown around by the 
wind, rained upon and destroyed; thus very 
little of the matter was ever read, and the 
results, for money expended, were very un- 
Satisfactory. Oftentimes advertisers would 
never hear of their paper or samples again 
Those doing the distributing were not in the 
business legitimately; their reputation was 
not at stake, they did not figure on future 
patronage and cared nothing for results. 
They d.d not consider the advertiser's in- 
terest, their only object being to get rid of 
the advertising matter in the quickest possi - 
ble way, in order to get their pay. These 
conditions forced advertisers to employ dis 
tributers at a greater expense than if reliable 
local men had been employed to do the work 

All this has been changed by a few men 
who knew that if the advertiser received a 
first-class service, house-to-house distrib- 
uting would pay better for the amount in- 
vested than any other method extant They 
were also aware that by giving a first-class 
Service and conducting the business in a 
business-like manner, they would succeed in 
Placing distributing on a level with other 
legitimate business pursuits. With this ob- 
ject in view, a meeting of those interested 
was called at Chicago. Ill, the results of 
which brought what to-day is known as “The 
International Association of Distributers.” 

The object of this association is to guar- 
antee to the advertiser full indemnity for 
losses sustained through any of its members. 
The association at first received little or no 
encouragement from either advertisers of

distributers. However, the little band stuck 
together and worked all the harder. The 
first two years gave very little promise of 
future success, but after the third convention 
things changed for the better, its membership 
increased wonderfully, and its franchises are 
now very valuable 

To-day this association stands without a 
rival, and is endorsed by all general adver- 
tisers in the United States. Not only do ad- 
vertisers endorse it by giving its members 
the preference, but they also advise distrib- 
uters who are not members to Join; moreover, 
they are showing their appreciation of this 
organization by their increased appropria- 
tions. Many who had long resorted to other 
methods have again entered the field, and if 
distributers continue to improve the service 
as they have in the past few years, the pros- 
pects are that in the future there will be no 
cause to complain of not being able to se- 
cure plenty of business. All that is neces- 
tary is to convince the advertiser that his 
matter will be properly placed, and if this is 
done, the results are certain.—W. H. stein- 
brenner’s ‘Successful Distributer.’

With his 
good judgment, and assisted by the wise 


counsel of the ever faithful Chas. Bernard, 
nothing could come of the undertaking but 
success. Harmony prevailed throughout the 
meeting: every one present seemed bent on 
doing something that would redound to the 
good of the association.

Dear Sir-—I have read with some interest 
the articles, “The Traveling Distributers 
Must Go.’ In one article the writer says 
the traveling distributer’s time is short; the 
other says their time will never end Par- 
haps not, but if all the traveling distr:buters 
do or have work done as I have seen it done 
here, their time should be short indeed. On 
the 24th | was in the town of Mechanicsburg 
There was one there who had a boy not ten 
years old at most to help h.m. The work 
was thrown on doorsteps, lawns and in yards 
The same th.ng was repeated here 1 would 
call that third-rate work, instead of first- 
class. This is not the only instance. I could 
hame many others. I will mention one other, 
where the man went along with kid gloves 
on and had two little colered boys, one on 
each s.de of the street, putting out the mat- 
ter : 

In regard to association men, as a rule they 
are honest but with them, like all other 
organizations, there are some who will sh.rk 
the work and not render honest service. It 
is only a question of time until that class of 
men are wecded out. The |. A. of D. has 
done much toward making the dstributing 
business honest and trustworthy. Mr. Stein- 
brenner, the Secretary has had a herculean 
task before him to make the lL. A. of D. what 
it is to-day, and has been ably seconded by 
“The Billboard.’ I can safely say that the 
1 A. cf D. stands second to none betore the 
advertisers to-day for good, honest service, 
although some members may fail to do their 
duty fully That class will not be retained 
long, once it is known. Where a distributer 
has much werk on hand, he must of neces- 
sity empley help to get it out, using men 
to help. He must pay them fair wages, and 
make a small profit from their work. If he 
dd not, he might just as well quit the busi- 
ness The great trouble is that many ad- 
vertisers want first-class service for a third- 
class price. In scme sections the same class 
cf work can possibly be done cheaper than in 
others In some towns the buildings are 
scattered and far apart. In that case the d.s- 
tributer can net do as much work as where 
they are close together. There are only 6%” 
minutes in 10 hours. Allowing three-quarters 
cf a minute as the average t me require d to 
place the matter in one house, it will give 
you about 900 pieces in a day of ten hours, 
which I consider a very good day's work. All 
things considered, $2 or $225 per thousand is 
net an exorbitant pr.ce for Al service, ac- 
cording to size and kind In one case 1 
quoted a price of $2.25 per thousand for ring- 
ing bells and waiting to hand in sample, but 
bed no reply I have often seen the travel- 
ing dstrbuter ceme along and do the work 
with boys, slinging the matter on doorsteps 
and throwing it en back perches. This may 
perhaps be cheaper, but I question the re-

The Sells’ Scandal. 


Columbus, O., June 9.—(Special.)—A motion 
to grant Mrs. Sells additional alimony was 
argued to-day before Judge Bigger. Attorney 
J. E. Sater said that the depositions that the 
defense had brought forth in support of their 
charges of adultery as made in the answer 
and cross-petition were from perjurers, and 
had been paid for. He asserted that the at- 
torney engaged in Kansas City was a cattle 
thief and had done time in an Iowa peniten- 
tiary.

of thirty pieces, took street cars from the 
show grounds and went to the cemetery to 
pay a loving tribute to one of the whitest men 
that ever lived—Merrit F. 10ung, for years 
treasurer of the Barnum & Bailey Shows. 
Everybody in Sandusky knew Merrit, and to 
them it will be no surprise that his memory 
should live after him. Perhaps no man who 
was ever identified with the amusement pro- 
fession had ach.eved so large an amount of 
personal friendship and esteem, and the news 
of his death in June, 1897, fell like a pall 
wherever it was received. As the years go 
by, the memory of his good deeds, as well as

his kind and genial nature, and a heart that 
was bigger .wan all creation, seems to take 
a firmer hold upon his old comrades. For this 
reason no circus company cf any prominence 
that has visited Sandusky, O., s.nce his body 
was consigned to its last resting place, has 
failed to visit the grave and give expression 
to their feelings of love and respect. On the 
arrival of the Robinson party at the grave, a 
few effective remarks pertinent to the occa- 
sich were made by Ed. C. Cullen; the band 
played a funeral d.rge, and the boys placed a 
magnificent floral piece in the shape of “The 
Gates Ajar,"’ marked with the words, ‘‘Gone, 
But Not Forgotten.’’ As the mournful strains 
cf ““Anld Lang Syne" were borne away on the 
breeze, there was many a tear-dimmed eye 
in the assemblage. ‘‘Requiscat in Pace.” 


Fleeced. 


Cireus day, the first in the history of Red 
Lodge, Mont., has come and gone, and as 
usual, it has left numerous suckers to mourn 
their financial loss and curse the officers of 
the law elected to protect the unwary and 
see that the State statutes against sure-th.ng 
games is not cpenly and wantonly infracted 

The circus, or show, cr whatever it may, 
by courtesy, be called, which exhibited in 
that city May 24 under the name and com- 
pany style cf the ‘Great Synd-.cate English- 
American Shows,’’ was as rank a fake as 
ever collected an aggregation cf punk per- 
formers and professional mountebanks be- 
neath a canvas. There wasn't a redeeming 
feature connected with the whole works. 
There was neither ring nor horses nor me- 
nagerie nor performers. In fact, the entire 
outfit is evidently traveling up and down the 
land for the purpose of robbing the people 
without giving them the least show for their 
money. The fact that the management dis- 
tributed complimentary tickets right and left, 
without regard to number or respect cf per- 
sons, serves to demonstrate that the show 
isn’t abroad so much for the purpose of mak- 
ing money out of its exhibitions as it is 
traveling around in order to allow its grafters 
an opportunity .to successfully ply their ne- 
farious avocations. For those business men 
and cther persons who have knowledge of 
sure-thing games and who lost their money 
in a futile attempt to “beat a man at his 
own game,” this paper has no sympathy, but 
for those innocent country people who have 
not had opportunities for informing them- 
selves as to the crooked ways of the world, 
it has great compassion, and desires to enter 
a V.gorous protest against the methods adopt- 
ed by the officers of the law in permitting the 
grafters to run their notoriously robbing 
games and conduct in the broad light of day 
a systematic scheme of highway robbery 
without let or hindrance. 


Importance of Minor Shows. 


When W. C. Coup and Dan Costello came 
out of the West and induced P. T. Barnum to 
return to active show life, their unparalleled 
success for a time quite dwarfed competing 
tent exhibitions. Not only d.d their *‘World’s 
Fair On Wheels’’ draw enormously, but their 
methods of business conspired to destroy the 
smaller shows, and it was not long before 
Mr. Barnum had the audacity to proclaim 
over his signature that if the people would 
patronize him alone he would be the better 
able to supply them with all their amuse- 
ments. As the original Barnum show profited 
predigiously, it soon became a part of their 
theory and practice to pay, largely on the 
ground that they could afford it, while their 
rivals could not. This policy sent up the 
prices of bill boards, lots and licenses to ex- 
orbitant figures, to the injury of such stable 
managers as L. B. Lent, John H. Murray, 
Hyatt Frost, O. J. Ferguson and others. 

After the failure of the original Barnum 
Hippodrome, Mr. C. Coup undertook manage- 
ment on his own account, on a small scale 
at first and afterwards more largely but un- 


successfully, being ‘hoist by his own 
petard,”’ and not able to compete with the 
giant shows of Barnum & Co. and Adam 
Forepaugh. Mr. Coup found the _ public 
wanted neither a small show nor a medium 
one. 

When the ‘‘Flatfoots,"’ Avery Smith, John 


J. Nathans, George F. Bailey and Lewis 


June, became the managers of the Barnum 
Show, their agents did not endeavor to ascer- 


tain the highest price they could pay 
boards, lots and licenses, but it was hard 
work to inaugurate an immediate reform 

Adam Forepaugh once remarked to one of 
his staff: “I want a contractor who knows the 
value of money and has traveled with some 
one who has been pinched for dollars.’ He 
found him in the late James A. Robinson, 
who had served with John O'Brien. 

While the great big shows of Barnum and 
Forepaugh slaughtered the small shows by 
taking the. large towns and excursioning the 
smaller ones, they also came to give little 
encouragement to native talent. Experienced 
agents scoured creation for new names and 
new features, while the few shows en route 
employed but few American artists. 

The enormous show having arrived at the 
practical limit of size and attractions, the 
public in the last few years has showed a 
readiness to patronize a smaller show at a 
lesser price of admission—a state of affairs 
which augurs well for the American arena 

The minor show is the hope of the future 
tent show. The minor show in the past has 
produced the Sells and the Ringlings, and out 
of the rings of the smaller shows will come 
the performers of the future. The small 
show is also the educator of the coming man- 
ager ahd the coming advance man, and it is 
a hopeful indication that one is not obliged 
to be many times a millionaire—on the bills 
—to exhibit under a white tent.

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Jaguar Mangles a Woman. 


Mme. Louise Morelli, who exhibits a quartet 
of trained jaguars with Bostock’s Show, was 
badly clawed and bitten last week in Newark 
by a new jaguar which she was attempting 
to train. The animal knocked her down, and 
she expressed a belief that it would have 
killed ber but for the interference of Matthew 


Johnson, an elephant trainer and superin- 
tendent of the menagerie, who beat it into 
submission. Mme. Morelli had let the jag- 


var into the big steel performing cage so that 
it might become acquainted with its mates 
and become somewhat subdued, as it had 
been in captivity less than a year She put 
the four through some simple tricks, and 
then induced the stranger to jump over a 
stick. She then began petting the animal, 
and opened the spring door to send them all 
tack to their cages. The new arrival was 
the last one to leave the arena, and as it 
placed its fore feet on the inclined board it 
suddenly turned on her. She lashed it with 
the whip and ordered it back. The force of 
its spring turned Mme. Morelli half way 
around, so that its sharp claws sank through 
her jacket into her back and side. Struggling 
to retain her balance and all the time lashing 
the brute over the face with the rawhide 
whip, the woman was forced to the ground 
‘the animal landed on her, holding her down 
with its forefeet on her shoulders. Twice it 
sank its long, sharp teeth and claws into her 
back, inflicting ugly wounds, and when the 
claws were withdrawn blood and flesh fol- 
lowed. 

In the animal tent were several men who 
saw the affair. Johnson was the first to act. 
He ran to the arena, entered by a spring 
door, and, with heavy whip uplifted, sprang 
at the jaguar. The brute saw him coming, 
l.fted its head, and then, with a savage 
growl, slunk back and entered the cage with 
the others. As soon as Johnson had driven 
the brute away. Mme. Morelli was carried, 
half fainting, to her wagon, and Dr. H. J. F. 
Wallhauser was summoned. The wounds 
were bound up, but it is thought that the 
trainer will not be able to exhibit her “‘pets’’ 
for some days. Mme. Morelli bears on her 
aims and shouldrs the scars left by previous 
‘neounters with wild animals. 


Whiting Allea’s Pedigree. 


Whiting Allen, in advance of Forepaugh- 
Sells Bros., on a visit to New Haven, ob- 
tained from Professor Dexter, of Yale Col- 
lege, some very interesting facts relative to 
Mr. Allen's New England ancestors. Pro.es- 
sor Dexter's work in Yale devotes three 
pages to Rev. John Searle, Yale, 1797, who 
was Mr. Allen's great-grandfather. Mr. 
Searle, by his scholarly mind, greatly inter- 
ested the famous Jonathan Edwards, who 
personally encouraged and promoted Mr. 
Searle's investigations in the realms of theo- 
logical research. President Stiles, of Yale, 
classed Mr. Searle as a very learned divine 
and thorough theologian. Mr. Searle was 
pastor of a church in Litchfield, and after- 
ward pastor of the Stoneham Congregat onal 
Church. At Stoneham he married a daug»ter 
of the Rev. Samuel Dunbar, of that town. 
He held other pastorates, and died at the age 
of sixty-seven. 

Whiting Allen is a graduate of Oh’o Wes-- 
leyan University class of ‘73. On his matern- 
al ancestral side he is descended in the ninth 
generation from Richard Hubbell, who came 
here from England in 1645, and on the Allen 
side he is descended from Samuel Allen, who 
came over with the Pilgrims in 1620. Samuel 
Allen's oldest daughter married Lieutenant 
Josiah Standish, son of the famous Captain 
Miles Standish. One of his direct descend- 
ants married Mary Alden, daughter of Joseph 
Alden, who was a son of John Alden and the 
famous Priscilla. Hence Mr. Allen's ances- 
try goes back in direct line to two of the 
most famous names of our early New Eng- 
land davs.and associated him in ancestral de- 
tails with Plymouth Rock and the Mavflower. 
Mr. Allen's home State is Ohio. and his fath- 
er was valedictor‘an of the first class that 
eraduated from Ohio Wesleyan University, 
which was in 1848. His parents removed to 
Ohio from Vermont.

Major Mite, the midget who is attracting so 
much attenticn in the Norris & Rowe con- 
cert, is an interesting charecter. The Major 
is the smallest midget ever known, his he ght 
being but 30 inches, and his we.ght from 
25 to 30 pounds. Although his person is so 
remarkably small, yet his mind is fully up to 
the average, and he can converse intelligently 
on any topic of the day. The Major will be 
twenty-four years old next August. Ile was 
born in New Zealand, his parents being peo- 
ple of ordinary size. He has three brothers 
and five sisters, and all of them are of av- 
erage size Major Mite was equal to the 
average in size when an infant. But he 
stopped growing when about three years ola, 
and has not grown any since. He has never 
had to shave, but fuzz is making its appear- 
ance on his upper lip. 

The Major has been an extensive traveler 
He spent some time in South Africa, going 
from Cape Town to Johannesburg, and is fa- 
miliar with all that country. While in South 
Africa, the Major met President Kruger, Dr. 
Jameson, Cecil Rhodes and all the other big 
Kuns, including Barney Barnato, the former 
South African Croesus, who since committed 
suicide. While evidently he is a British 
sympathizer, Major Mite refuses to express 
much of an opinion of the Boers, except to

say that he doesn't ‘‘go very much on them.” 
He ‘speaks very highly of President Kruger, 
however From South Africa, Major Mite 
went to England, where he remained about 
eghteen months.

H.s 
weight was several times as great as that cf 
the Major.
